You would have no condemnation for a man who could not 
raise a paralvzed arm to protect himself, or for the mentally over- 
balanced man who was unable to give the. right valuation to 
words spoken in warning, so why be impatient with or condemn 
the psychically paralvzed or overbalanced who wiltullv deride or 
ignore those svmbolic messages which the rapid vibratory action 
of modern hfe has drawn forth from inner spheres or the mes- 
Sages which the Elder Brothers in angush of sul are forced 
to deliver by action of the higher law: why turn into ridicule the 
words of the man who hstens and heeds, but who misinterprets 
or misrepresents those messages hecause the psvchic centres of 
his brain have been unduly under-developed or over-developed. mn 
other words one whose senses, psvchic and physical, are not per- 
fectly correlated, or balanced and consequently who sees or hears 
all psvechie phenomena from an exaggerated point of view : 

The pertectly balanced man or woman 1s. an anomaly in the 
present age and 1t you are at all acquainted with vourselves vou 
will know that the same 1s as true of yourselves as it 1s of your 
ner1Ehbor; 1t 1s only a matter of degree. The lack of balance 1s 
due to diseased or abnormal organs of sense. 

Dy even linnted observation you cannot fail to see that there 
are a large class of people who impatiently reject, deride and 
ridicule, or who become wildly excited over prophecies of com-._ 
ing events and try to frighten all they come in contact with into 
accepting their views of the events foreshadowed. All of this 
class lose the advantages to he gained by calm introspection and 
analys1s of past events and present indications. Sacred and 'pro- 
tane Mistory 1s full of accounts of the climaxes in national and 
world-wide atftairs, which cyche law has brought upon this planet 
repeatedly at set periods of time. The repetition of such climaxes 
at the exact time of the closing of definite periods of time surely 
Supply some bÞas1s for the helief that corresponding climaxes must 
occur at the expiration of like periods of time in the future, and 
therefore give a reasonable hasis for a fair and unhiased exam- 
ination of such messages as I have mentioned, no matter how 
unreasonable or overdrawn they may appear to be at first sight 
and hearing, as well as furnish clues to the right interpretation 
of the same. 


Nature does not work by tremendous jumps from one state 
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of hfe to another. True growth 1s slow growth, and the: char- 
acter of great crises or. chmaxes in the past 1s a good criterion 
for nudeing. the character of those to come. 

The. closing of a cycle in_ which one large continent was cast 
into the depths of an ocean and a new one was upheaved brings to 
mind the magmtude of the calamity prophesied to occur at the close 
of another cycle of the same length of time. Knowledge of the 
great law of opposites. would indicate the character of such calam- 
ity, as for instance;, a calamity occurring by water at one closing 
cycle would give assurance 6t. a corresponding calamity by fire 
at the close of another period of the same length. By a knowl 
edge of symbolsm and the law of cycles. every event, of indrivid- 
ual, national or world wide import, material or $piritual, may be 
Safely predicted and consequently may be prepared. tor. 

The law of all laws—the law of balance, equilibrium—1s of all 
<piritual, as well as of physical laws, the most important. It is 
irrevokable and all wise; upon 1t rests the stahility of all hte in 
manifestation. Tt 1s the primal -cause and the final effect of the 
law of opposites, the law governing sex, and all forces 1n op- 
POSIHGN. \Without its action there could be neither $piritual, 
psychic nor material hfe in form. 

The cross of balance represents the consummation, the efflores- 
cence,: 'the- final -unity-. of all -diversihed life; as © for in- 
Stance, the disappearance of sex into sexlessness, the victory of 
the human <oul over all that has impeded its evolution. When a 
full realization of all that may be. represented by the symbol of 
the cross of balance dawns upon the image making center of the 
mentality of normal man, a . connection 1s made hetween that 
center and the center of the brain through which the divine power 
of intuition manifests, and the purpose, mode of motion, and 
incalculable importance of the action of” the hitherto confused 
idea as to the necessity of 'the law of opposites become clarifhed. 

As a general thing 1t 1s at such a moment in the life experi- 
ence of a man that a realization comes to him of the absolute

COMMENTARY (Continued). 


It has been previously noted that H. P. Blavatsky referred 
to many miss1ng (withheld) slokas of the section 3f the Stanzas 
g1ven to her by the Masters, and we have gcod reason for be- 
heving that the first four of this—the second section of the Stan- 
zas, contain some of those missing slokas, as they are entirely 
concerned with the generation and evolution of the first four root 
races. 

No mention 1s made 1m the second section of the location of 
the first two races. This can be better understood when it 1s 
Seen that there was no sohd earth, as we understand the term. 
The primordial substance which formed the first two continents 
was then in a semi-material or fluidic state and was not condensed 
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and hardened until near the time for the -third root race to re- 
incarnate. 

The bodies of the men of the first two races were of tenuous, 
Semi-transparent, translucent states of substance. The third race 
did not possess solid bodies like our own until about the turning 
point of the Kalpa in which they lived, at which time tremendous 
changes took place in the constitution of matter. 

[t must be understood that the first three Stanzas were con- 
cerned with the generation and evolution of the substance—matter 
of but one planet of this solar system, the planet we term our 
earth. Naturally all available data concerning human hfe on this 
planet is of far more importance to us at this time than 1s any- 
thing which may have occurred on other planets of the svstem, 
even though we may feel assured that we are Some time to hve 
on those other planets, 1f we have not already done 580. 

The secret teachings inform us that the continent of Lemuria 
was the third one to appear on *the surface of the waters” and 
was the first old land. The first continent, Meru, often referred 
to. as the Land of - the: Gods,” was: sﬆtuated- at. the- North -Fole. 


(Only the Initiates of the Great White Lodge could adequately 
ceseribe the .constituents of this continent, but possthly one etted 
with a vivid imagination and some knowledge of the law of 
correspondence could conceive an ideal which would approach 
the reality. 

The present crude and coarse manitestations of the tour king- 
doms of nature furnish but httle to the materialist 1n the hne of 
comparison between the habitat of the second race and that of 
the present -one; but the psychie who 1s famihtar with the phe- 
nomena of the astral plane may form a fairly good concept of 
the environment of_ the first two. races: It was smilar 1mn char- 
acter to the tenuous, elastic, changeadle, senn-translucent substance 
of Some of the higher sub-planes of the astral plane. 

The first race was located on the-continent of Meru and, accord- 
inz to the secret teachings, 1t was beautiful heyond words. It was 
the Sacre Island, the Island of the Gods, and 1s beheved to he the 
place whereon the Gods —Dirvine Bemgs—descended and dwelt 
with man. 

The home of the second race 1s satd to have been a continent 
which eirdled the earth hetween the Arctic Circle and the 80th 
parallel and was fully as heautiful and desirable a land m every 
way as the first. continent. It will doubtless be remembered by 
our readers that it was a common hehef among the Ancients that 
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the shiftins of the earth's axis at four different periods of this 
present. great age was responsible for the vast changes which 
have taken place in the conformation of the earth. Modern sc1ence 
now - teaches that the frozen conditions obtaining at hoth the 
Arctic and Antarctic poles are the effects of such shiftings of the 
ax18 of the earth. 

Some modern investigators along geological lines of research 
now claim that the second race was located at the Antarctic. and 
have found what seems to them to Þe <snfhcient evidence to war-

hnk. As the -ammat races. did. not come. mto  existence until 
after the appearance of man and as the men _of the second root 
race had no: ld, material hodies, no remains, no link, can now 
be Tound to bridge the gap between the human and animal king- 
doms -or bhetween- the: Second and third races. \While Darwin 
claimed to have discovered sunch a link in. the anthropoids, the 
Masters have declared that the anthropoids were themselves the 
product ot the relations which were intgulged in hetween the 
mindless races of man and some of the great antideluvian she 
mon<sters of the same period. The sin which caused the destruc- 
tion of the third root race was the. result of a similar relation 
hetween the men_ of that period and the anthropoid race which 
their progenitors had created. This subject has been remarkably 
well treated in the commentaries of the Secret Doctrine. 

The fourth and ffth Stanzas of the second section are con- 
cerned entirely with the various races and sub-races of the fourth 
roct race and the first «1hþ-races of the fifth root race. Here again 
occur $1gns of many of the withheld slokas; but taken in con- 
nection with the exceedingly valuable data to be found in the 
Secret Doctrine concerning these races, they throw much light 


upon the existence of the same. 
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[t may be well here to call attention to two very important. 
facts, and in. order to do s0 we will quote a few passages of the 
Secret Doctrine in relation. to the same. The first 1s the apparent 
contradiction of previously made statements relating to the de- 
struction of all hfe on this glohe by fire and water alternately. 
The word <deluge” frequently occurs in relation to such destruc- 
tion in various accounts of the end of the different ages, when, 
according to the said statements, fire must have been the medimnm 
of destruction in many instances. 

The second and most_ important faet 1s the plain and expheit 
Statement relating to the appearance of a Savior or Avatar 1n- the 
future. Many students have vigorously demed the possthility of 
Such an event.

[st. *In the svmbolism of every nation *the deluge stands tor 
chaotic, unsettled matter—chaos itself. Water -stands for the 
Feminine Principle.”

Dy the hierarchies we. mean primarily, the SEvEN Rays that 
Fmanate from 'The Absolute, from ABSOLUTE BEING, and which 
when s emanated create at once, what we call a Manifestation 
of the Ahbsolute 1N SEPARATION, or a Universe, in the opposite of 
ABSOLUTE _ BEING, that is in differentiated or relative Being.
